POPULATION

BIRTHS 

The  number  of  live  births  during  the  ye a.r  was  102  -  47 
males  and  55  females. 

There  were  7  stillbirths  -  3  males  and  4  females 
The  Birth  Rate  was  13*9  per  1,000  population 

DEATHS 

There  were  84  deaths  -  41  males  and  43  femsiles.  On  an 
estimates  population  of  7,480  this  gives  an  annual  D»eath  Rate  of 
11.2  per  1,000  population.

MILK  SUPPLIES 

The  supervision  of  farms  is,  of  course,  still  carried  out, 
although  the  number  of  routine  inspections  has  had  to  be  curtailed 
owing  to  pressure  of  other  vrork.  As  there  have  been  only  two 
complaints  of  dirty  milk  during  the  year,  it  would  appear  that 
supervision  has  not  been  reduced  to  a  serious  degree. 

AIR  RAID  PRECAUTIONS 

The  heaviest  work  falling  on  the  Health  Services  during 
the  year  has  been  the  organisation  of  Casualty  Services.  We  had 
anticipated  calls  of  this  nature,  m d  before  the  outbreak  of  war 
we  had  trained  a  considerable  number  of  both  men  and  Wfomen  in  the 
principles  of  first  aid.  Consequently,  when  the  call  came,  we  had 
no  difficulty  in  manning  all  our  points  with  volunteers.  Despite 
losses  by  reason  of  removals,  service  claims  etc.,  we  h&ve  had  no 


difficulty  in  keeping  our  numbers  up  to  strength.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Stockton  Rural  District  Council 

Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Sixth  Annual 
Report  upon  the  Sanitary  Administration  in  the  Rural  District. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

LATER  SUPPLY  -  With  few  exceptions,  water  is  supplied  throughout 
the  area  by  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  and  the  Hartlepool  Gas  & 
Water  Company. 

The  supply  has  been  unrestricted  and  of  good  quality. 

No  shortage  of  water  occured  during  the  year  in  the  village 
of  Dalton  Piercy  and  Elwick  whoso  supplies  are  derived  from  the 
village  pump. 

DRAINS  AND  SEWERS 

The  Sowers  of  the  district  have  worked  satisfactorily 
during  the  year. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 


The  sewage  works  at  P/hit  ton  and  Carlton  have  worked 
satisfactorily?  at  Carlton  the  effluent  has  been  good. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  private 
contract.  The  contract  stipulates  weekly  collection  of  refuse 
from  the  premises  provided  with  ashbins  and  ashpans  and  fortnightly 
collections  in  all  other  cases. 

There  is  an  urgent  need  for  bettor  scavenging 
arrangements,  preferably  by  direct  labour.

INSPECTIONS  AND  SUPERVISIONS  OF  FOOD 


MILK  •  ■ 

The  supervision  of  the  farm  and  the  production  of  milk  is 
still  carried  out,  although  curtailed  owing  to  the  many  other  duties. 

Past  conversation  and  co-operation  with  the  milk 
producers  has  evidently  borne  good  results  as  only  two  complaints 
of  dirty  milk  were  received  during  the  year. 

ME AT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Meat  Distribution  Scheme  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  slaughtering  has  now  ceased  within  the  area,  all 
the  meat  supplied  to  butchers  in  the  area  being  drawn  from  Stockton 
and  West  Hartlepool 0. 

The  only  Inspection  of  carcases  ha-s  been  emergency  cases.
